Should a deadlock lead to a simi-

Date Still Undecided. 

On. the arrival of Cardinals from 
the two Americas depended the 
date of the opening of the conclave. 
Vatican prelates said that date 
would not be earlier than Feb, 26 
and not later than March 1. 

By an order of March 1, 1922, of 
the late Pope Pius XI, a maximum 
delay of 18 full days after the death 
of a Pontiff is allowed for the Car- 
dinals to enter the conclave. Pope 
Pius died Friday, so the eighteenth 
day will be Feb. 28. 

Prelates said they assumed the Car- 
dinals inténded to let the full 18 days 
elapse, if necessary, so that the con- 
clave could open with the expected 
arrival on March 1 of William Car- 
dinal O’Connell of Boston, Jaime 
Luis Cardinal Copello of Buenos 
Aires and Sebastiano Cardinal 
Leme of Rio de Janeiro. 

Cardinal O’Connell arrived at 
New York today from Nassau, the 
Bahamas; Cardinal  Copello is 
aboard the liner Neptunia, which

LONDON, Feb. 13.—George Rub 
lee, American director of the Ine 
tergovernmental Refugee Commit. 
tee, placed Chancellor Hitler's 
promise of a conditional truce with 
Jews before the committee today. 

The committee met this morning 
in the London Museum and studied 


the Hitler refugee plan which was 
understood to stipulate: 

1. Jews would be permitted to 
return to their trade and indus- 
trial jobs from which they were 
ousted, until an emigration 
scheme is accepted or rejected 
by the committee. 

2. Young, active Jews, estimat- 
ed to number 150,000 of the 700,- 
000 Jews in Germany, would be 
given permission to emigrate, 
provided they would arrange 
later to finance the emigration 
of parents and other relatives. 

3. Older Jews would be guar~ 
anteed against further Nazi anti- 
Jewish legislation while the emi- 
gration scheme is in operation. 

4. A trust fund would be cre 
ated out of Jewish property in 
Germany on which emigrating 
Jews would be able to draw for 
passage and equipment and ma- 
chinery needed in countries to 
which they were going.

Those who came early stayed for 
the funeral mass, the second of 
nine successive daily services, which 
was sung before the giant cata- 
faique twice the height of 4 man, 
at the far end of the nave from the 
great bronze doors. 
Archbishop Pietro Pisani, canon 
of the basilica, celebrated the mass 


Echo of Chanting. 

The solemn chanting echoed 
faintly through the vast basilica, 
its gloom relieved only by a few 
clusters of electric bulbs high in 
the ceiling and the flickering glow 
of candles from the sides of the 
altars. 

The only other sounds were the 
steady shuffling of feet past the 
bier, an occasional cry of an infant 
carried in a parent’s arms and the 
constant urgings of the guards to 
the crowd to move forward. 

It was estimated 200,000 filed past 
the bier in the chapel of the Sacra- 
ment yesterday. They were permit- 
ted to enter 12 abreast. 

There were momentary halts as 
the worshipers reached the chapel 
and turned to face the bier. Then 
they were asked in low voices by 
papal gendarmes to move on. None 
was able to kneel and pray. 

Flames of 24 tall candles lighted 
the bier, at the corners of which 
Noble Guards in red-coated uni- 
forms stood at attention. Four Swiss 
Guards in red and yellow striped 
uniforms stood behind the bier. 

The funeral couch was of red 
velvet. The body was dressed in 
rich red soutane with the lacy edge 
of a white robe showing beneath. 
The feet were red-slippered and a 
cloth of gold miter was the head 
dress. 


Burial Tomorrow. 


Tomorrow at 4 p. m., the body 
will be taken from the open bier, 
placed in a triple coffin and en- 
tombed in a crypt of the great ba- 
silica among scores of past Popes, 
Kings and prelates, 

The first coffin is of cypress with 
a cross of walnut on its lid, the 
second of lead and the third of oak. 
At the feet of the Pontiff will be 
placed a brass tube containing a 
script of the eulogy recited at the 
burial ceremony and medals in gold, 
silver and bronze coined during 
his pontificate. 

Cardinals, Bishops, the papal 
household and diplomats will be 
present when the body is placed in 
the first coffin, which in turn will 
be fitted into the second and that 
into the third.

Arthur James Mahoney, 23 years 
old, was held for hearing Feb. 21 
on a charge of killing the girl, 
Georgina Hoffman, 26, variously

Heath, or Donnelly. 

Charges against Mahoney were 
filed after a blood-stained shirt and 
knife were found in his dingy home. 

Scotland Yard men had investi- 
gated the possibility she had been 


killed as a betrayer of sabotage 
secrets of the Irish Republican 
Army. 

Confession Reported. 

Police testified at the Bow Street 
Court hearing at which charges 
were filed that Mahoney had shown 
them a long knife and said: “This 
is what I-did it with; she tricked 
me out of all my money.” 

The girl had been known as the 
“Bfack Butterfly” because she was 
a fluttering, black-haired woman; 
and as “the ‘Girl in Red” because 
she usually wore a wine-colored 
dress. 

A mysterious telephone call to 
police disclosed the crime. They 
were told to go to the ad- 
dress, in Dover street, Mayfair, 
heart of fashionable London, and 
there they found her body. She 
had been stabbed several times and 
there were bruises on the throat. 

Police also sought a man with 
whom she was seen Saturday, the 
day she attended an Irish-English 
rugby match in London. In her

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MADRID SHELLED (NEW FRANCO LAW 


BY REBEL GUNS: 
HEAVY DAMAGE 


Explosives Fall Intermit- 
tently for Eight Hours mm 
Southern Section—Cen- 
tral Part Hit Previously.

PERPIGNAN, France, Feb. 13. 
—Spanish insurgent guns, throw- 
ing shells into Madrid, have moved 
the war back to the ancient cap- 
ital, where the Government is striv- 
ing to rally its dwindling forces. 

Eight hours of intermittent 
shelling today caused heavy dam- 
age in the southern quarter of the 


five minutes during the attack. The 
number of casualties was not 
learned immediately. 

Government dispatches said 
more than 100 shells fell in the 
crowded central streets of Madrid 
yesterday, killing 16 persons and 
wounding 23. 

Insurgent air raids on Govern- 
ment cities caused more than 100 
deaths at Jativa, 40 miles south of 
Valencia, and 20 deaths and in- 
juries to 55 persons at Alicante. 
Valencia also was bombed. 

The central Madrid-Valencia zone 
had been quiet while the insurgents 
carried out the campaign in North- 
eastern Spain, which started Dec. 
23 and ended last week in the con- 
quest of Catalonia. 


Loyalist Proclamation. 


Premier Juan Negrin of Repub- 
lican Spain presided at a cabinet 
meeting yesterday in his new 
Madrid quarters. A proclamation 
was published, calling for the union 
of all classes to carry on a re- 
sistance like that besieged Madrid 
has shown since November, 1936. 

The proclamation repeated the 

Government’s aims “to assure the 
independence of Spain and pre- 
vent our country from being 
drowned in a sea of blood, hatred 
and persecution.” 
Insurgent Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco has insisted on the 
unconditional surrender of the 
Government. 


The Government proclamation 
said, “Either we shall all save our- 
selves or sink ourselves in exter- 
mination and opprobrium., Our 
fate is at stake and it depends 
entirely upon ourselves to come 
out successfully from the present 
situation through our own will 
power and determination.” 


Admitting it was facing an im- 
mense task, the Government ap- 
pealed for “impassionate co-oper- 
ation” in order to form “a com- 
pact heroic national front.

FIXES CIVIL RIGHTS, 


OF THE CONQUERED 
Some Persien' te Have Fulll >

BURGOS, Spain, Feb. 13. — A 
blanket decree providing exile or 
loss of citizenship for Spaniards 
deemed traitors before the civil

Franco selected the date of the un- 
successful October, 1934, Socialist 
rebellion in Asturias as the first 
deadline applicable to those in con- 
quered territory who will be out- 
side the pale. 

Franco’s decree also aimed at 
harmonizing the civil interests of 
the conquerors and the conquered. 

Insurgent authorities said the de- 
cree, called the law of political 
responsibilities, was intended to 
protect the economic life of indi- 
viduals, especially those who live 
in territory recently in Government 
hands. 

They said its intent was to as- 
sure such persons who were inno- 
cent of “subversive activities” 
against the insurgents the same civ- 
il rights as have been accorded the 
people of insurgent Spain. 

Tribunals composed of representa- 
tives of the Army, Ministry of Jus- 
tice and Falange Espanola (Fascist 
party) will determine to what ex- 
tent political activities of persons 
newly incorporated in Franco's 
Spain shall affect their civil rights. 

Officials declared it was not a 
punitive law.

CHECKING W P A ROLLS 
HERE FOR INCLIGIBLES 


Notaries Public Sent to Pro- 
jects With Questionnaires 
for 29,800 Workers. 


An investigation of the 29,800 per- 
sons employed on WPA in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County to determine 
if any are aliens or undeserving was 
started today in compliance with 
the recent act of Congress appro- 
priating WPA funds. 

About 25 notaries public were 
‘sent out on the various projects this 
morning with affidavits of citizen- 
ship which must be sworn to by 
the workmen, Any worker who is 
not a citizen will be dropped from 
the rolls immediately. After the no- 
taries have completed their task 
social workers will be sent out for 
personal interviews with the men. 

The worker will be required to 
fill out a questionnaire in which he 
must give the names of the mem- 
bers of his family and their rela- 
tionship; the employment of any 
members of the family, if any, and 
their earnings in the last month; 
and a list of resources any of the 
‘family may have, such as money 
in the bank or old age pension. 

Lloyd E. Greathouse, district 
WPA administrator, said the pur- 
pose of the survey was not to re- 
duce the number of men on the 
rolls but to make room for needy 
applicants if possible. He said no 
citizen would be removed from the 
WPA payroll who, because of his 
dismissal, would have to apply to 
relief agencies for aid. 

The WPA rolls reached a peak 
last October when 36,633 persons 
were employed. Since that time 
the number has been reduced by 
6833. 

A similar investigation tn the 
East St. Louis area will begin 
Wednesday under the direction of 
Fred G. Austin, Assistant State 
Administrator.

ECONOMIC MENACE 


Housing Conference ‘Also Is 
Told They Are Serious 
Health Problem. 


St. Louis slum areas were de- 
scribed as a growing economic 
menace and an increasingly serious 
health problem today at a public 
meeting at Sheldon Memorial, 3646 
Washington boulevard, sponsored 
jomtly by the Ethical Society and 
the St. Louis League of Women Vot- 
ers for discussion of housing prob- 
lems. 

Harland Bartholomew, consulting 
engineer for the City Plan Commis- 
sion, cited statistics, gathered in a 
five-year study, showing that cost 
of municipal services in slum dis- 
tricts was far greater than tax rev- 
and declared that this amounted to 
a subsidy by home-owners in bet- 
ter residential districts, whose taxes 
were correspondingly higher. 

Health Commissioner Joseph F. 
Bredeck declared infant mfortal- 
ity in the slum _ districts was 
“startlingly greater” than that in 
the so-called residential areas. He’ 
urged a long-range slum clearance 
program, 

Services and Taxes Compared. 

Making comparisons between cost 
of municipal services and taxes paid 
in districts outside the slum areas, 
Bartholomew said taxes in the 
downtown business district were 
about 250 per cent more than cost! 
of services received, despite the| 
large demand for police service in 
controlling traffic. Citing other in- 
stances, he said taxes in residential 
areas near Tower Grove Park and 
near Kingshighway and Lindell 
boulevards were respectively, 36 per 
cent and 94 per cent greater than 
the cost of services supplied. 

Bartholomew said he was neith- 
er speaking for or against the 
housing bills pending in the State 
Legislature, but merely wanted his 
audience to consider certain aspects 
of the situation, particularly that 
the pending measures would estab- 
lish housing areas from which no 
taxes at all would pe received. 

He advocated, as means of re- 
moving the economic menace of 
slum areas, further efforts toward 
smoke abatement; revision of zon- 
ing ordinances, fire and health 
laws and building code regulations; 
enactment of ordinances for mini- 
mum housing standards and re- 
moval of obsolete buildings and 
tenements in unsanitary areas, witb 
new building replacements. 

Health Situation in Areas. 

Dr. Bredeck said Heatlh Depart- 
ment statistics showed tuberculosis, 
pneumonia and other diseases were 
more prevalent in slum areas, 

The statistics, compiled by cen- 
sus districts, indicated the most un- 
healthy area was the district, 
bounded by LEighteenth street, 
Grand boulebard, Easton avenue 
and Market street. Next, he said, 
was the district east of Eighteenth, 
within the same north and south 
boundaries. 

Berry B. Craven, secretary of the

Senator Kinney's Measure 
Would Apply to State 
and Its Subdivisions.

a Kansas City firm in 1937, which

loss to the State had it gone 
through. 
| Sponsoring the bill is the Missis-

ment Bankers’ Association of Amer- 
ica, Which made an unsuccessful at- 
‘tempt to have similar legislation 
spassed at the last session. The 
‘chairman of the organization's Com- 
mittee on Legislation is I, A. Long, 
vice-president of the Mercantile 
Commerce Bank & Trust Co., who 
was spokesman for a St. Louis syn- 
dicate which eventually bought the 
1937 bond issue at public sale after 
‘widespread criticism of the private 
deal had resulted in a re-offering of 
the bonds. 

The bill provides that bonds is- 
sued by the State or its political 
subdivisions, including school dis-

SUPREME CURT 
BARS AGREEMENT 
ONFLMLIGENSIN 


In 5 to-3 Ruling, Distribu- 
tors’ and Exhibitors’ Pact 
in Texas Is Held Anti- 
Trust Violation. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The 
Supreme Court sustained today 
anti-trust charges against a group 
of leading motion picture distribu- 
ters and Texas exhibitors. 

In a 5-to-3 decision, the Court 
held that the Sherman Law had 
been violated through film licens- 
ing agreements under which restric- 
tions were placed by eight nation- 
on 
competitors of Interstate Circuit, 
Inc., which operates movie houses 


in Texas. 

Justice Stone delivered the ma- 
jority decision, holding that the 
United States Court of the North- 
ern Texas District “rightly en- 
joined enforcement and renewal of 
these agreements.” 

The fact that the moving pictures 
involved were copyrighted, he add- 
ed, did not save the companies, “An 
agreement illegal because it sup- 
presses competition,” Justice Stone 
said, “is not any less so because 
the competitive article is copyright- 
ed.” 

Justice Roberts Dissents. 

In a dissenting opinion, Justice 
Roberts contended the agreements 
were “not conspiracies contemplat- 
ed by the Sherman Act and the 
holding that they are goes far be- 
yond anything this court has ever 
decided.” 

Justices McReynolds and Butler 
joined in the dissent. 

Justice Frankfurter did not par- 
ticipate. 

Under the agreement, the Gov- 


run” theaters operated by Inter- 
state Circuit could not be shown at 
“subsequent run” houses unless the 
latter charged a minimum admis- 
sion price of 25 cents for lower 
floor seats at night. The “first run” 
theaters charged 40 cents or more. 
Some of the competitors also were 
required, the Government said, to 
agree not to show the films as part 
of “double features.”

Justice Stone’s Conclusion. 
In the movie case, Justice Stone 
said: 
“A contract between @ copyright 
owner and one who has no copy- 
right, restraining the competitive 
distribution of the copyrighted ar- 
ticles in the open market in order 
to protect the latter from the com- 
petition, can no more be valid than 
alike agreement between two copy- 
right owners or patentees. , . . 
“We think the conclusion is un- 
avoidable that the conspiracy and 
each contract between interstate 
and the distributors by which those 
consequences were effected are vio- 
lations of the Sherman Act and that 
the district court rightly enjoined 
enforcement and renewal of these 
agreements, as well as of the con- 
spiracy among the distributors.” 
Justice Roberts, who wrote the 
dissenting opinion, said: 
“The decision of the court neces- 
sarily means that the owner of a 
product may not agree with an im- 
portant customer that the former 
will not sell the product at a cut 
rate to the latter’s competitors in 
thee same city in which he con- 
ducts his business.”

Wheeler, who is chairman of the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com-

regulatory powers. 

Chief provisions of the measure 
would: 

Bring all railroad subsidaries un- 
der existing statutes authorizing the 
commission to regulate the issu- 
ance of securities. 

Grant the commission additional 
power to obtain railroad data from 
railroad holding companies, rail- 
way associations, banks, brokers, 
accountants and railway equipment 
companies. 

Authorize the commission to “pre- 
vent or supervise the use of rail- 
road funds for other than strictly 
railroad purposes.” 

In a statement, Wheeler said the 
latter provision would not prevent 
the carriers from investing surplus 
funds in “a safe and conservative 
manner” and would not _ restrict 
purchases for “the operation, main- 
tenance or improvement” of rail- 
roads.

MOST COLLEGES IN U.S, 
NOT SELECTIVE ENOUGH 


So Says Dr. Jessup of Carnegie 
Foundation for Advancement 
of Teaching. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 13. — Most 


American colleges are so beset with 
hordes of “itinerant or fleeting 
scholars,” Dr. Walter A. Jessup as- 
serted yesterday, that they are able 
to accept “little responsibility for a 
well-balanced diet or for intellectual] 
health.” 

Writing in the thirty-third an- 
nual report of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the advancement of 
Teaching, Dr. Jessup, foundation 
president, said too many students 
were using the college “as a cafe- 
teria wherein the opportunity is af- 
forded not only to pick and choose 
within a single institution but to 


transfer in and out of institutions 
and departments.” 

Where the medieval age had its 
wandering scholar, he continued, 
this age has “hundreds of thou- 
sands of these itinerant students” 
who move from college to college” 
each armed with his letter of cred- 
it—an academic bill of lading that 
may include credits earned at one, 
two or more institutions.” 

“The day may come,” he. said, 
“when more colleges will perceive 
that the best job they can do igs 
so much better than is now being 
done that they will no longer en- 
courage this trek through the 
campus of hordes ef credit hunt- 
ers who are here today and gone 
tomorrow.

Dr. William S. Learned, a foun- 
dation staff member who has been 
in charge of a series of studies in 
Pennsylvania, reported that the per- 
centage of supposed misfits in 
American colleges was unjustifiably 
high, adding that the character- 
istics which “differentiate the mis- 
placed student must be more ful- 
ly understood.” 

The largest group of college with- 
drawals, he said, was created by 
the faculties themselves on the 
ground of academic deficiency; the 
second largest group “falls in that 
unexplored category ‘reason unh- 
known.'” 

“Whatever the true causes may 
have been,” he added, “the essen- 
tia) dissatisfaction which led to the 
withdrawal of these students is not 
available in the records and so far 
as is known is not available to 
college officers.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's foreign policy was 
assailed as dangerous by Senator 
Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, and 
praised as a course toward peace, 
by Senator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
in a broadcast debate last night.|; 
Nye said that the administra- 
tion's “pronounced policy” did not' 
always “square with our actions.” 
He added that such policy was “so 
dangerous as to convince many 
that a war now in Europe would, 


quite guarantee our participation 
in it.” 

Lee said that Mr. Roosevelt had 
steered a “straight course toward 
peace” through one world crisis 
after another. He said that though 
the “outrages upon humanity” com- 
mitted by “gangster” nations had 
“stirred the blood of every Amer- 
ican,’ President Roosevelt had 
“controlled his feelings and remon- 
strated” through courteous notes 
from the State Department. He had 
done this, Lee added, “when every 
fiber in his being had urged him 
to speak to them from the mouths 
of cannon with tongues of fire.” 


Nye Quotes President. 


Nye said that 18 months ago’ 
President Roosevelt had stated in a’ 
speech that “production for a war} 
market may give immense fortunes) 
to a few men, for the nation as a. 
whole it produces disaster.” 

Today, Nye added, “what shall 
we say of our foreign policy when 
we find the same maker of policy 
enthusing about our chances for 
commercial gain from supplying 
aircraft to certain nations.” He 
referred to the sale of war planes 
to France and Great Britain.

A DRIVE ON THE RECEIVERSHIP RACKET. 

Receivership rackets received a severe blow with 
the passage of laws to permit insolvent businesses, 
under certain circumstances, to reorganize without 
going into bankruptcy. But there are still receiver- 
ships, referees, trustees in bankruptcy and, of course, 
attorneys for trustees. In some courts, we may 
well believe, the practice continues of letting a 
swarm of bankruptcy officials and clerks pick the 
carcass clean, while the creditors whistle for their 
money. 

It is gratifying, therefore, to hear that Attorney- 
General Frank Murphy is planning to purge the Fed- 
eral courts of “unhealthy conditions and irregulari- 
ties,” with special reference to the handling of re- 
ceiverships. The unbounded generosity of some 
Judges in dispensing the assets of bankrupt con- 
cerns to receivers and trustees, and to their attor- 
neys, has often amounted to an open scandal. Some 
Judges have merely allowed themselves to be vic- 
timized by sycophantic hangers-on. Some others 
have accepted from the beneficiaries of their largess 
favors that were tantamount to fee-splitting. 

By no means all the cases of this sort have been 
subjected to the spotlight of a public investigation 
by the Department of Justice or by Congress. While 
the courts which have been culpable in this respect 
are an extreme minority, their misdeeds reflect upon 
the whole judiciary. By a policy of supervision, the 
Department of Justice not only can prevent the loot- 
ing of bankrupt concerns but can also do much to 
preserve respect for the courts.

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FOR PUBLIC SALE OF STATE BOND ISSUES. 

Senator Kinney has introduced a bill making it 
mandatory for the State of Missouri and its political 
subdivisions to sell future new issues of bonds pub- 
licly, after competitive bidding. 

The bill recalls the attempted sale, in the summer 
of 1937, of $3,000,000 of State building bonds to 
Baum, Bernheimer & Co. of Kansas City. In the 
absence of Gov. Stark from the State, the Board of 
Fund Commissioners offered the bonds to the Kansas 
City firm without permitting other investment houses 
to bid on them. Gov, Stark refused to sign the 
bonds and complete the transaction, whereupon a St. 
Louis syndicate purchased them at a price $50,500 
higher than the Baum-Bernheimer bid. 

It is elementary in sound public policy for bids to 
be asked on bond sales, as well as on purchases of 
materials. Senator Kinney’s bill should pass to re- 
move the temptation of public officials to offer 
bond issues to favored firms and to guarantee to the 
public the highest available prices.

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THE CANAL TEST AND ITS SIGNIFICANCE. 

With the American public thoroughly awakened 
to the value of the navy as insurance against war and 
to the fact that the Panama Canal is the keystone of 
our national defense, Fleet Problem XX, which began 
today, probably will be the most outstanding of the 
annual maneuvers held by our sea forces. 

One hundred and forty ships, 55,000 men and 600 
planes, the mightiest peacetime force that was ever 
assembled in the Atlantic, will seek to determine 
if a hostile force from Europe could seize the canal 
or establish a base on the South American continent. 
Three weeks will be required for the mimic war, since 
the great semi-circle of islands extending from the 
tip of Florida to the eastern coast of Brazil is replete 
with passages through which invaders could strike 
a quick and deadly blow. 

The army and navy chiefs have reported that the 
canal defenses are deficient. Legislation has been 
drawn up to remedy this situation. There can be 
no halfway measures about the defense of the canal. 
It must be invulnerable. Otherwise, the nation must 
spend billions of dollars in practically doubling the 
navy, so that it will have ships enough to defend 
each coast simultaneously. A thorough testing of 
the canal will show just why more defenses are need- 
ed there and what additional bases might be estab- 
lished in the Caribbean. The maneuvers also take 
on added significance in the light of the Lima con- 
ference and President Roosevelt’s reassertion of the 
Monroe Doctrine. The final results will no doubt 
play an important part in the reaction of Congress 
and the nation at large to national defense.

Figures like those excite the monopoly 
probers, incite them to learn if these vast 
investments don’t put the life companies 
in a position of dominating much of Amer- 
ican industry. 

The probers in the present temporary Na- 
tional Economic Committee inquiry will ask 
how these investments were acquired, how 
they are administered, and if they don’t 
make possible undue influence on manage- 
ments of corporations in which the insur- 
ance companies hold big stakes. 

Most particularly, the questions will in- 
volve an investment practice which. was 
born and has had its entire growth since 
the advent of the SEC. This is the life 
insurance companies’ growing habit of buy- 
ing up entire issues of corporate securities 
direct from the issuing company — without 
public offering or registration with the 
SEC. 

In its early days, the SEC ruled that 
fewer than 15 purchasers on an issue meant 
private sale, and that this sort of transac- 
tion was exempt from registration under the 
law. A few issues were marketed that way 
in 1934. The volume grew in 1935. There 
Was some criticism, mostly from invest- 
ment bankers who were pinched in the 
pocketbooks, because they didn’t get to float 
such so-called privileged issues, 

But the thing didn’t come to a head until 
1938. Last year wasn’t any great shakes for 
public offering of -corporate securities— 
about $1,500,000,000 compared with a recov- 
ery peak of $4,312,000,000 in 1936. But for 
private sale it was a humdinger — $730,000,- 
000 against a maximum of about $380,000,- 
000 in the biggest previous year. 

From that 1938 total of private sales it 
becomes apparent how popular the idea is 
with corporate managements, They don’t 
have the cost and bother of registering new 
issues with the SEC. In most cases, they 
don't have any underwriting fees. 

Even when an investment banking house 
sets up the deal and takes it to the insur- 
ance companies, it collects little more than 
a stock exchange commission as an under- 
writing fee. Private sales are splendid 
economy.

DR. FLEISHER’S OUSTER 
INQUIRY IN MARGE 


Professors’ Board 
to Come to St. Louis 
in About 3 Weeks. 


The committee named by 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors to investigate 
the dismissal of Dr. Moyer &. 
Fleisher from the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine will. 
come here in about three weeks. 
to begin its inquiry, the chairman, 
Prof. Ernst W. Puttkammer of the’ 
University of Chicago Law School, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. 

Speaking by telephone from Chi- 
cago, Dr. Puttkammer said he and. 
the other members, Prof. Helen C. 
White of the English department 
of the University of Wisconsin and 
Prof. James P. Simonds of the 
Northwestern University Medical 
School, will fix the date for start- 
ing their inquiry after consulting 
the Rev. Harry B. Crimmins, 8. J, 
president of St. Louis University. 

The committee will seek to de- 
termine whether a question of 
academic freedom is involved in 
the dismissal of Dr. Fleisher, who 
had been head of the department 
of bacteriology. Father Crimmins 
attributed the dismissal to the 
teacher's sponsorship of a lecture 
by Michael O’Flanagan, “a fraudu- 
lent representative of the Catholic 
priesthood.” 

The investigators are expected 
to be primarily concerned with the 
failure of the university to accord 
Dr. Fleisher a hearing by a com- 
mittee of fellow faculty members, 
in spite of his repeated requests. 

“The members of the special 
committee will come to St. Louis 
with entirely open minds,” said Dr. 
Puttkammer. “We do not regard 
ourselves as partisans, and we will 
not try to furnish ammunition for 
either side. We are not going to 
prosecute anyone, but will try to 
get all the information bearing on 
the situation.” 

The chairman said he had not 
previously participated in such an 
inquiry and did not yet know what 
procedure would be followed. The 
sessions will probably be closed, 
he said, adding that that would be 
determined by the wishes of the 
university authorities and Dr. 
Fleisher. 

The committee will act under the 
auspices of the association's Stand- 
ing Committee on Academic Free- 
dom and Tenure, of which Prof, 
W. T. Laprade of Duke University 
is chairman, Its report will be 
made public.

One wonders that the promoters 
of this event don’t go modern and 
set aside about $25,000 for the 
three major prizes, say $15,000 
for the high five-man team, $5000 
for the high two-man team and 
$5000 for the all-events winner.

Dyed long- 
haired furs are inferior to natural 
long-haired furs because: the dye 
makes the long hairs brittle (like 
dyed human hair), so that such 
furs don’t wear well. Also dyes make 
long-haired furs coarse and stif- 
fen the pelts so they are more 
likely to crack, 

The paws of an animal are infe- 
rior to the rest of the pelt. So a 
coat of chinchilla paws is techni- 
cally chinchilla, but an _ inferior 
grade. Beware of skins that are 
heavy for their breed. They prob- 
ably are pieced skins. Do not con- 
fuse heaviness with thickness of 
the fur itself. 

In fur garments, the better skins 
are matched, the better the quality, 
This means matching coloring, 
thickness of fur, length of fur, 
markings (as in mink or leopard), 
curl (as in Persian lamb) or pat- 
tern (as in broadtail), so that the 
coat or cape or collar looks all of 
a piece, 

Collars of perishable furs should 
be set back from the neck to pro- 
tect the fur from wear. While this 
is not a matter of intrinsic quality, 
it is a practical consideration. In- 
dividual pelts of a given breed, vary 
as much as individual heads o? hair: 
some are coarse, some fine, some 
luxuriant, some sparse, some lus- 
trous, some dull. As every dog 
fancier knows, climate and diet 
and ancestry affect the quality of 
fur. 

Cold climates make for luxuriance 
so climate is the reason why the 
best sables come from Russia, the 
best seals from Alaska. Diet makes 
for luster and ancestry makes for 
certain desired colorings. So diet 
and ancestry are the reasons why 
some of the best foxes come from

So, 
to copy them well, it is necessary 
to outline the pattern of the imi- 
tation with a hand-run thread. It 
is also desirable to know some- 
thing about the different threads 
used in real lace, Most real lace 
is made of special thread, usually 
linen or cotton. The commonest 
exception are Chantilly and 
blonde, which are made of silk. 
But even cotton thread must not 
feel cottony. Such thread gives 
away imitations instantly.
